1. A meeting of Argentine women Commnists and Commmist sympathizers was held 
on 2% December 1948, in a rented hall in Buenos Aires, for the purpose of 25X1A6a 
electing an organizing committee in support of the forth Communi ste 
inspired Latin American Congress For Peace and Democracy. 
The congress is scheduled to convene in Mexico City in either March or April | 
1949.) The meeting resulted in the adoption of the following resolutions: 


a. To seek the support of all Argentine political parties, unions, and the 
Confederacion General del Trabajo (CGT). 


b. ‘To send a conpratulatory message to Mexico's exepresident General Lazaro 
Cardenas, who had been announced as a sponsor of the congress. 


e. To plan another meeting at which time delegates will be selected. 


d. To initiate e campaign for contributions te pay for the cost of sending 
delegates to Mexico City.

3, Maria Rosa Oliver is the most important person of the local organizing committee 
and it is anticipated that she will be a delegate to the congress. “She is not a 
member of the Commnist Party but sho has been a willing collaborator, and is an 
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intimate friend of Aleira de la Pena, head of the feminine Communist move- 
ment in Argentina. Maria Rosa Oliver is a member of the directing committees 
of the Union de iujeres ircentinas (UMA) and the Agrupacion Cultural Femenina 
(ACF), both of which are Communist front groups. 


The Feminine Section of the Commmist Party of Argentina (CPA) 4s not publicly 
campaigning for the congress. This work is being conducted by feminine 
Coummist front groups such as the Agrupacion Cultural Femenina (AGF), It had 
been planned to gain male support through the Argentine League for the Rights 
of Man, a Communist: front organisation, but it now appears that only women will 
carry on the local campaign. 


5, The CGY received an invitation from the organizing committee to lend its support 
to the congress but it 1s believed the invitation will remain unanswered. It 

ig reported that the Argentine government will not officially sanetion tha con~ 
qress or the Argentine delegation. Source pointed out that the only factor which 
could alter the government's attitude would be a request from tha Mexican fovern= 
ment to lend official support to the Congress. 
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
